Palmer Station, KC4AAC, operator Mark makes phone patches and operates every Thursday 
night anytime after 0000z. He is more than willing to hand out QSOs between phone patches 
and after he has completed them all. MAWSON BASE. It has been reported that Graeme 
Currie, VKOGC, will be stationed here for the season. No QSNs have been reported on the 
Ohio/Penn Cluster Network as of yet. EM1KA is active from the Ukrainian research base 
Vernadsky around 14195 or 14265 kHz after 0300z. This station has also been heard on 1832 
kHz around 0350z. 


5N, NIGERIA 


SNOOBA, SNOPYL, SNOT, SN3ALE, SN9OWKO will use 5N4OTB call sign from Bonny 
Island (which may count for a new IOTA) from December 23-28th. They will be active on all 
bands SSB and CW. QSL via F2YT. 


KH2, GUAM 


Ray, WH6ASW, who works as a teacher on Guam and will be there for the next two years. 
Begin looking for him on the bands as WH6ASW/KH2 very soon. QSL via G3EZZ. 


KH9, WAKE ISLAND
